The stage has been set for a second court 
test of one of the anti-gambling laws enacted 
by the 1961 Ohio General Assembly — that 
dealing with the printing of numbers slips. 
The state attorney general’s office has ap­ 
pealed the recent ruling by Judge Joel H. 
Sharp which threw out indictments against 
officials erf the Lisbon Salesbook Co. on 
grounds the new law is unconstitutional. It 
has carried the fight to the 7th D i s t r i c t 
Court of Appeals. 
The anti - gambling law is of such impor­ 
tance that the test of its constitutionality or 
unconstitutionality , as the case may be, 
should be a conclusive one, even if it means 
taking the case to the Supreme CDurt. The 
legislaticm should not be left dangling in the 
air of legal controversy . 


Both residents of Columbiana County — 
where the law has been put to its first test— 
and those of Ohio’s other 87 counties are en­ 
titled to know whether or not they have an 
effective piece of legislation against the in­ 
roads (rf organized gambling. 
If. after every possible legal approach, it 
should be fotmd that the anti-gambling law 
in question does not meet the constitutional 
standards of the courts, then the legislature 
should design and adopt a new law with 
“teeth” that would stand up in any subse­ 
quent test. 
Ohio should not relax in any way the legal 
machinery it has set in motion against 
racketeers. 


Tlie Year Of The Frontiersmen 


Correspondents in Japan have had a romp 
with the news that this is the Year of the 
Tiger for the Japanese and the very idea 
has filled the air with vigor. 
The Japanese lake these things to heart, 
and how fortunate for them that they have 
such things to take to heart. Here in the 
United States it is next to impossible to jar 
people out of the conviction that each y ear 
is a good deal like all other y ears. 
Economists inkle and optimists tinkle. 
Forecasters speak glibly about the coming 
boom, but it now has been coming so 
often it is worn out before it gels here. 
Still and all, 1962 might be the Year of the 
Frontiersmen—who was a tiger in his day 
and in his way . 
The Frontiersmen didn’t get any where last 
y ear All the early foot he .showed in 1966 in 
politics vani.shed when the campaign was 
over. 
His rough and ready appearance was trans­ 
formed into an Ivy I^eague cut. Songs around 
the campfire were crowded out by recitaLs, 
In the '^Tiite Hou.se Shootin’ varmints in the 
hush when they got close enough to see the 
whites of their ey es was less popular wdth 
the frontiersmen than shooting the cuffs of 
their boiled shirts. 
The idea that had thrilled enough of the 
electorate in 1960 to pile up big-city margins 
wide enough to sustain the New Frontier in 
its moment of truth was cold as a leftover 
potato during 1961 Rut if 1962 turned out to 
be the Year of the Frontiersmen, to match 
the Year of the Tiger in Japan, the idea 
might seem as hot as it seemed in 1960. 
when it was the hottest idea there was. 


It is not impossible — improbable but not 
impossible. It w-ould be worth try ing for what 
it might do for popular morale, which could 
stand a lift.

The following list of foods has been proven 
satisfactory over a long period of y ears by 
the many people maintaining bird-feeding 
stations: Suet, peanut butter, hemp, millet, 
buckwheat, cracked corn, nut meats, dog 
biscuits, chaff, dried berries, crumbs, grit, 
boiled potatoes, fatty meats and apple peel­ 
ings. 
Birds go well with the tree-studded lulls 
of Columbiana County in the spring, summer 
and fall. 
If y ou help feed them during the winter, 
y ou can be sure their songs will fill the air 
during the other seasons of the y ear.

Elections Won’t Matter? 


By James Marlow 


WASHINGTON 
Through most of 1962 politicians 
of both parties will whoop it up 
alxiut next November’s congres­ 
sional elections but the outcome 
isn’t apt to make much differ­ 
ence. 
This is a conservative Congress 
and is likely to remain so whether 
the Democrats retain control and 
even pick up a few seats or there 
is an upset and the Republicans 
take charge. 
Congress is divided into three 
mam groups. There are some lib­ 
erals and reactionane.s in both 
parties. Rut the big, middle, dom­ 
inant group in both is conser\'a- 
tive. 
And just because this is so. the 
further an individual stands back 
from American politics and looks 
at it the harder it is to distinguish 
a Democrat from a Republican. 
The Democrats have a big ma­ 
jority in Congress where there 
are 437 House seats and 100 Sen­ 
ate .seats. 
This is the score; In the House 
—258 Democrats to 174 Republi­ 
cans (with five vacancies in seats 
which had been held by Demo­ 
crats); in the Senate—64 Demo­ 
crats to 36 Republicans. 
You might wonder, and justly 
so with these big Democratic 
numbers, how large a Democratic 
margin Presidtmt Kennedy feels 
he needs to get C^ingress to bless 
all his efforts. 
Probably 
nobtxly , 
including 
Kennedy , could give a flat answer 
to this and for several reasons. 
1 
There’s alway s some shift­ 
ing around on issues but on any 
single one — when conservative 
Southern Democrats, about 90 of 
them, team up with very conserv­ 
ative Republicans against him, 
Kennedy is in trouble. 
And, since the same Southern 
Democrats get elected repeatedly 
this balance of power isn’t in for 
a change even if the Democrats 
gained some new members in 
November or 
the 
Republicans 
won control. 
2. While the final voting is done 
on the floor of both Houses, the 
key to much of the success or 
failure of any administration lies 
in the committees of both houses 
and with their powerful chairmen. 
And in Congress the conserva­ 
tive .Southern Democrats domin­ 
ate the committee chairman^ps. 
Of the 20 major committees. 12 
have Southern Democratic chair­ 
men. In the .Senate, with 16 major 
committees. Southern Democrats 
are chairmen of 9 
3 On some very important is­ 
sues the me .sure of success can 
depend on how much fight the 
President has in him for his pro- 
ffraiB.

issues, Kennedy has 
fight or none. On

On civil rights—although he had 
promised in the 1960 campaign to 
make this one of the first orders 
of business if he won—he gave up 
altogetlier and didn’t even offer 
any kind of program, mild or 
otherwise. 
If he had. he might have an­ 
gered the Southern Democrats 
whose support he wanted on other 
things. 
And this y ear, before Congress 
even comes back into session, it 
.seems clear he will by pass civil 
rights again, perhaps put up a 
fight for medical care, and may ­ 
be make only a mild stab at aid 
to education.

THE VICE PRESIDENT was 
speaking at a luncheon honoring a 
new federal judge at Houston, 
Tex., and he said that in Amer­ 
ica people have “a right to say 
what they wish—however popu­ 
lar or unpopular.” He then added; 
‘'Therefore, our courts are sub­ 
ject to attack. Those 
who dis­ 
agree — even for partisan rea­ 
sons — with 
a 
court decision 
have the right to say so. They 
may even go so far as to ques­ 
tion the motives arrf the good 
faith of the judges who rendered 
the decision. 
“The right to raise such ques­ 
tions should never be challenged. 
This is — and must remain — a 
free .society . But the wisdom of 
this course of action is open—and 
should be—to sharp debate. 
“It is one thing to declare a 
court decision wrong and to seek 
its reversal. The men who wrote 
the (Constitution recognized that 
even the best - intentioned of hu­ 
man beings were fallible and they 
provided simple means for ap- 
FH?aI. It is another thing to de­ 
clare a judicial sy stem wrong and 
to demand that all judges who 
render unpoular verdicts be im- 
peached. This tram of thought 
merely paves the way for the 
Communist dictatorship we seek 
to avoid.” 


It aU depends on what is m« mt 
by impeachment. The legal mean­ 
ing. as set forth in the Constitu­ 
tion itself, is that this remedy 
can be invoked only in the case of 
“treason, bribery , or other high 
cnraes and nnusdemeanors.” 
Impeachment, however, in a 
broad sense could also mean 
stqis leading to removal from of­ 
fice. Thus Congress can pass laws 
providing for the removal of any 
judge who violates the require­ 
ment of “good behavior.” For the 
Cwistitution doesn’t say 
t h a t 
judges shall hold office for Ufe. 
but only “during good brfiavior.” 
Obviously , the Supreme (Court 
itself can hardly sit in judgment 
on the behavior of its own mem­ 
bers. so it can be argued that 
Congress has the power to pro­ 
vide for trial of such cases by the 
Senate, and the penalty could be 
removal from office. 


THOMAS JEFFERSON, w h o 
helped to write the Constitution, 
felt, after seeing the new govern­ 
ment in operation for 30 y ears, 
that the “life tenure” idea was 
erroneous. He wrote in 1820: 
“The judiciary of the United 
States is the subtle corps of sap­ 
pers and miners constantly work­ 
ing underground to undermine the 
foundations of our confederated 
fabric. . . . 
“To consider the judges as the 
ultimate arbiters of all constitu­ 
tional questions is a very danger­ 
ous doctrine, 
indeed, 
and one 
which w'ould place us under the 
de.spotism of an oligarchy .” 
M r. 
Jefferson 
recommended 
that all Supreme Court justices be 
appointed for six-y ear terms, with 
re-appoint ability by the president, 
and subject to confirmation by 
both hoiLses of Congress, instead 
of just by the senate. 
The chief criticism throughmit 
the y ears has been that the court 
has tried to become a policy ­ 
maker and has departed from 
judicial limits. In .Augast 1958 the 
(Conference of State (Chief Justices, 
by a vote of 36 to 8. severely 
criticize the decisions of the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States 
and, in a formal report, said; 
“We believe that in the fields 
with which we are concerned, and 
as to which we feel entitled to 
speak, the Supreme (Court too 
often has tendtxi to adopt 
the 
role of 
pobcy 
maker without 
proper judicial restraint. 
“We feel this is particularly the 
case in both of the great fields 
we have discussed — namely , the 
extent and extension of the fed­ 
eral power, and ttie supervision 
of state action by the Supreme 
Court by vi r t ue of the 14th 
Amendment. In the light of the 
immense power of the Supreme 
(Court and its practical non-re­ 
viewability in most instances, no 
more important obligation rests 
upon it, in our view, than that of 
careful moderation in the exercise 
of its policy -making role,” 


THE FOREGOING is really an 
appeal to 
pub l i c opinion to 
achieve a reform. It is the right 
of individual citizens similarly to 
call for reforms, and that’s why 
it isn’t so simply to write off 
the “extremism” of some mem­ 
bers of the John Birch Society as 
altogether unprovoked.

The stage has been set for a second court 
test of one of the anti-gambling laws enacted 
by the 1961 Ohio General Assembly — that 
dealmg with the printing of numbers slips. 
The state attorney general’s office has ap­ 
pealed the recent ruling by Judge Joel H 
Sharp which threw out indictments against 
officials of the Lisbon Salesbook Co. on 
grounds the new law is unconstitutional. It 
has carried the fight to the 7th D i s t r i c t 
Court of Appeals. 
The anti • gambling law is of such impor­ 
tance that the test of its constitutionality or 
unconstitutionality, as the case may be. 
should be a conclusive one. even if it means 
taking the case to the Supreme Court. The 
legislation should not be left dangling in the 
air of legal controversy. 


Both residents of Columbiana County — 
where the law has been put to its first test— 
and those of Ohio’s other 87 counties are en­ 
titled to know whether or not they have an 
effective piece of legislation against the in­ 


roads of organized gambling. 
If, after every possible legal approach, it 
should be found that the anti-gambling law 


in question does not meet the constitutional 
standards of the courts, then the legislature 


should design and adopt a new law with 


“ teeth” that would stand up in any subse­ 


quent test. 


Ohio should not relax in any way the legal 


machinery it has set in motion against 
racketeers. 


'Hie Year Of 'Hie Frontiersmen 


Correspondents in Japan have had a romp 
with the news that this is the Year of the 
Tiger for the Japanese and the very idea 
has filled the air with vigor. 
The Japanese take these things to heart, 
and how fortunate for them that they have 
such things to take to heart. Here in the 
United States it is next to impossible to jar 
people out of the conviction that each year 
is a good deal like all other years. 
Economists inkle and optimists tinkle. 
Forecasters speak glibly about the coming 
boom, but it now has been coming so 
often it is worn out before it gets here. 
Still and all. 1962 might be the Year of the 
Frontiersmen—^who was a tiger in his day 
and in his way. 
The Frontiersmen didn’t get anywhere last 
wear All the early foot he showed in 196ft in 
politics vanished when the campaign was 
over. 
His rough and ready appearance was trans­ 
formed into an Ivy League cut. Songs around 
the campfire were crowded out by recitals, 
tn the White House Shootin’ varmints in the 
hush when they got close enough to see the 
whites of their eyes was less popular with 
the frontiersmen than shooting the cuffs of 
their boiled shirts. 
The idea that had thrilled enough of the 
electorate in 196ft to pile up big-city margins 
wide enough to sustain the New Frontier in 
its moment of truth was cold as a leftover 
potato during 1961 But if 1962 turned out to 
be the Year of the Frontiersmen, to match 
the Year of the Tiger in Japan, the idea 
might seem as hot as it seemed in 196ft, 
when it was the hottest idea there was, 


It is not impossible — improbable but not 
impossible. It would be worth trying for what 
it might do for popular morale, which could 
stand a lift.

Birds go well with the tree-studded hills 
of Columbiana County in the spring, summer 
and fall. 
If you help feed them during the winter, 
you can be sure their songs will fill th'* air 
during the other seasons of the year.

United States Travel Service, 
has been set up inside the Department of 
Commerce with a new director. Volt Gilmore, 
and a multi-million-dollar budget 
The government is in the travel business 
to stay. 
The trouble is that the people of the United 
States are not in the travel business, except 
as travelers. When and if the time comes 
for them to make visiting firemen from 
abroad feel the warmth of American hos­ 
pitality. they will be as awkward as bache­ 
lors holding a baby. 
Few Americans can .speak more than one 
language or even understand more than one 
language. A foreigner—any foreigner—asking 
for directions here in his own language will 
he lucky' if he doesn’t set off a riot call.

One is to over-patronize 
them, to the point of embarrassing them 
The other is to mistrust them, to the point 
of insulting them. 
For every American who has come home

WASHINGTON 
Through most of 1962 politicians 
of both parties will whoop it up 
about next November’s congres­ 
sional elections but the outcome 
isn t apt to make much differ­ 
ence. 
This is a conservative Congress 
and is likely to remain so whether 
the Democrats retain control and 
even pick up a few seats or there 
is an upset and the Republicans 
take charge 
Congress is divided into three 
main groups. There are some lib­ 
erals and reactionaries in both 
parties But the big, middle, dom­ 
inant group in both is conserva­ 
tive. 
And just because this is so. the 
further an individual stands back 
from American politics and looks 
at it the harder it is to distinguish 
a Democrat from a Republican. 
The Democrats have a big ma­ 
jority in Congress where there 
are 437 House seats and IOO Sen­ 
ate seats. 
This is the score: In the House 
—258 Democrats to 174 Republi­ 
cans (with five vacancies in seats 
which had been held by Demo­ 
crats), in the Senate—84 Demo­ 
crats to 36 Republicans, 
You might wonder, and justly 
so with 
these big Democratic 
numbers, how large a Democratic 
margin President Kennedy feels 
he needs to get Congress to bless 
all his efforts. 
Probably 
nobody. 
including 
Kennedy, could give a flat answer 
to this and for several reasons. 
1. There s always some shift­ 
ing around on issues but on any 
single one — when conservative 
Southern Democrats, about 90 of 
them, team up with very conserv­ 
ative 
Republicans against him, 
Kennedy is in trouble. 
And, since the same Southern 
Democrats get elected repeatedly 
this balance of power isn’t in for 
a change even if the Democrats 
gained some new members in 
November 
or 
the 
Republicans 
won control. 
2. While the final voting is done 
on the floor of both Houses, the 
key to much of the success or 
failure of any ad nu mst ration lies 
in the committees of both houses 
and with their powerful chairmen. 
And in Congress the conserva­ 
tive Southern Democrats domin­ 
ate the committee chairmanships. 
Of the 2ft major committees, 12 
have Southern Democratic chair­ 
men In the Senate, with 16 major 
committees. Southern Democrats 
are chairmen of 9 
3 On some very important is­ 
sues the me sure of success can 
depend on how much fight the 
President has in him for his pro­ 
gram. 


In 1961. on some of the most 
important 
issues, 
Kennedy has 
shown little fight or none. On 
medical care for the aged and 
federal aid to education, which 
ran into opposition inside and out­ 
side Congress, Kennedy went a 
good deal less than ail out 
On civil rights—although he had 
promised in the 1960 campaign to 
make this one of the first orders 
of business if he won—he gave up 
altogether and didn’t even offer 
any kind of program, mild or 
otherwise 
If he had. he might have an­ 
gered 
the Southern 
Democrats 
whose support he wanted on other 
things. 
And this year, before Congress 
even comes back into session, it 
seems clear he will bypass civil 
rights again, perhaps put up a 
fight for medical care, and may­ 
be make only a mild stab at aid 
to education.

The men who wrote 
the Constitution recognized that 
even the best - intentioned of hu­ 
man beings were fallible and they 
provided simple means for ap­ 
peal. It is another thing to de­ 
clare a judicial system wrong and 
to demand that all judges who 
render unpoular verdicts be im­ 
peached This train of thought 
merely paves the way 
for the 
Communist dictatorship we seek 
to avoid " 


It all depends on wiiat is meant 
by impeachment. The legal mean­ 
ing. as set forth in the Constitu­ 
tion itself, is that this remedy 
can be invoked only in the case of 
“treason, bribery, or other high 
crimes and misdemeanors.” 
Impeachment, 
however, 
in 
a 
broad 
sense 
could 
also 
mean 
steps leading to removal from of­ 
fice. Thus Congress can pass laws 
providing for the removal of any 
judge w'ho violates the require­ 
ment of "good behavior.” For the 
Constitution 
doesn’t 
say t h a t 
judges shall hold office for life, 
but only "during good behavior.” 
Obviously, the Supreme Court 
itself can hardly sit rn judgment 
on the behavior of its own mem­ 
bers. so it can be argued that 
Congress has the power to pro­ 
vide for trial of such cases by the 
Senate, and the penalty could be 
removal from office. 


THOMAS JEFFERSON, w h o 
helped to write the Constitution, 
felt, after seeing the new govern­ 
ment in operation for 30 years, 
that the "life tenure” idea was 
erroneous. He wrote in 1820: 
"The judiciary of the United 
States is the subtle corps of sap­ 
pers and miners constantly work­ 
ing underground to undermine the 
foundations of our confederated 
fabric. . . . 
“To consider the judges as the 
ultimate arbiters of all constitu­ 
tional questions is a very danger­ 
ous doctrine, 
indeed, 
and 
one 
which would place us under the 
despotism of an oligarchy ” 
M r. 
Jefferson 
recommended 
that a1! Supreme Court justices be 
appointed for six-year terms, with 
re appointabilitv by the president, 
and subject to confirmation by 
both homes of Congress, instead 
of just by the senate 
The chief criticism throughout 
tho years has been that the ctxirt 
has tried to become 
a 
policy­ 
maker and has departed 
from 
judicial limits. In August 1958 the 
Conference of State Chief Justices, 
bv a vote of 36 to 8. severely 
criticize the decisions of the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States 
and. in a formal report, said: 
“We believe that in the fields 
with which we are concerned, and 
as to which we feel entitled to 
speak, the Supreme Court 
too 
often has tended to 
adopt 
the 
role 
of 
policy 
maker 
without 
proper judicial restraint. 
“We feel this is particularly the 
case in both of the great fields 
we have discussed — namely, the 
extent and extension of the fed­ 
eral power, and the supervision 
of state action by the Supreme 
Court bv v i r t u e of the 14th 
Amendment. In the light of the 
immense power of the Supreme 
Court and its practical 
non-re- 
viewability in most instances, no 
more important obligation rests 
upon it. in our view, than that of 
careful moderation in the exercise 
of its policy-making role.” 


THE FOREGOING is really an 
appeal to p u b l i c opinion 
to 


achieve a reform. It is the right 
of individual citizens similarly to 
call for reforms, and that’s why 
it isn’t so simply to write off 
the "extremism” of some mem­ 
bers of the John Birch Society as 


altogether unprovoked.

Claim.ing majo r successes fo r 
the Kennedy administratio n o n the 
farm fro nt, the secretary said net 
farm inco me—amo unt left after 
co sts—increased 9 per cent o v er 
1960 to the hig hest lev el since 
1953. This upturn co ntributed, he 
said, to renewed pro sperity in 
many farming co mmunities prev ­ 
io usly depressed. 
Freeman said these dev elo p­ 
ments were bro ug ht abo ut larg ely 
by the administratio n’s farm po l­ 
icies desig ned to manag e ag ri­ 
culture’s abundance — that is, to 
bring pro ductio n into line with all 
av ailable demands and o utlets.

Bob Newhart Tries The Impossible 


One of the best comedy pro 
grams on TV begins with a mild- 
mannered guy saying, “Hello, Bob 
Newhart here.” 
Sometimes he becomes involv­ 
ed in an imaginary telephone con­ 
versation—a doctor who wants to 
diagnose h im via television, a 
wire - tapper tapper selling h i s 
services—which ends with New- 
hart’s retort, “Same to you, fell­ 
er.” (It’s shown W e d n e s d a y 
nights at IO, Take your eyes off 
the screen for a moment and 
you have immediately forgotten 
what he looks like. (Actually, he 
looks like everybody’s cousin, the 
one who’s an accountant.) 


This is okay, 
because he is 
basically a voice on a recording, 
not a very good voice, acting a 
part that is hilarious in concep­ 
tion, brilliantly written and de­ 
livered with the best sense of 
timing to be shown in public since 
Jack Benny turned 39 


BENNY' ONCE played a bank 
robber with a face so forgettable 
that nobody could identify him. 
Newhart could play the part with 
out trying. 
His tentative smile and self- 
effacing manner make him invisi­ 
ble, even while he is fracturing 
the likes of Benny, who once told 
Newhart: “Any time you see me 
come into the room, go into your 
Lincoln routine.” 
A silly grin 
comes onto my 
face just thinking of it. 
If he’s so funny, why doesn’t 
the American public deify him by 
placing him among the Top IO TV 
Demigods of the Month? Assum­ 
ing the rating systems have any 
accuracy at all. 
I think New- 
hart’s lack of prominence is due 
to die fact he is attempting the 
impossible. He’s trying to make 
Americans laugh at themselves. If 
anybody can do it, Bob Newhart 
can. 


JOE FLYNN, as Washington, 
table-hopped to Burgoyne’s table 
to ask the name of Gentleman 
Johnny’s tailor. John Hancock had 
arrived an hour early and was 
boiled. All very irreverent and 
simply great. 
Bob Newhart makes millions of 
us laugh, but, since the ratings 
rule the porgramming in TV, he 
needs 20 million viewers to stay 
alive. 
The fact is, Americans are gen­ 
erations away from being able 
to laugh at themselves. For all 
our loud laughter, we’re the Great 
Sobersides of the w o r l d , the 
party-poopers among peoples. I 
would solemnly appreciate it if 
you prove me wrong. 
Newhart’s rise has been jetlike 
Two years ago he was an ac 
countant. Last year he made half 
a million. 
“The pressures are the hardest 
things to get used to,” he told 
Joe Hvams. “It’s like you’re be­ 
ing followed all the time. You 
turn around and a guy is there; 
the guy is next week’s show and 
he’s always in back of you.” 
The guy is helping Bob carry 
the money to the bank.

ANSWER: When oxvgen is combined rapidly with another 
substance, heat and light are given off. This process is called 
combustion, or burning. Thus, fire must have air, in which oxygen 
is an important element. 
But there are other ways in which an object gives off heal 
and light without the presence of oxygen. One way is called nuclear 
reaction, in which the atoms that make up matter are broken dovm 
in such a way as to produce energy# which appears as heat and 
light 
This is believed to be the sun’s method of producing light and 
heat. By this method, four atoms of hydrogen are broken down 
and transformed into one atom of helium with a loss of three per 
cent of its weight. The weight loss is given off in the form of heat 
and light.
